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LETTER, &c. 


GENTLEMEN, 


OVERNMENT being eſtabliſhed for the 
convenience and ſafety of the people, it 1s 
equally the duty of its adminiſtrators to attend to 
both ; by convenience I underſtand that meaſure, 
whence reſults the greateſt benefit, at the leaſt 
trouble or expence. Each individual ought to 
5 in the common ſtock of knowledge, every 
2 of improvement which appears to him calcu- 
ted for public benefit; and each legiſlator ought 
to liſten to the voice at truth, where, or when- 
ſoever it is heard; in order that the icattered 
fragments of knowledge may be thus collected, 
and form a ſyſtem of beauty, and utility; thus 
particles of water, which, in a divided ſtate, are 
of no benefit, when collected, form a fountain, 
and. ſup; ly a whote community. 
Thelc things being premiſed, I ſhall offer 2 few 
oblervations on the ſubject of an uniform cur- 
rency, than which nothing is of more conſequence, 


in a riſing and commercial ſtate. When we 
ſee five currencics, eſtabliſhed in the ſame coun- 


try, and the limits of each one's circulation but 
'mlifferently defined,* we arenaturaliy led to up-

poſe, that either there is a want of meaſures, or a 
remiſſneſs in carrying them into effect: reaſon 
and experience teach us, that ſome one of thote 
currencies is more excellent, in the mode of its 
calculation, than the reſt ; and that even the moſt 
inconvenient, were it eſtabliſhed throughout the 
union, would be preferable to a plurality; but 
when we have all the modes and ſyſtems in the 
world to chooſe from, we are certainly to blame, 
not to adopt uniformity. | | 
-+Four of the preſent currencies in the United 
States, were eſtabliſhed prior to the revolution, 
when this continent was compoicd of a number 
of unconnected Britiſh colonies ; and it was the 
intereſt of the mother country to render them as 
aiſſimilar as poſſible, in their cuſtoms and man— 
ners; well knowing that they could be ruled eaſi- 
er in {eparate colonies, than in a connected mals, 
Their commerce was but trifling, their property 
of ſmall value, and conſequentiy their want of an 
umverſal currency but little felt. The cale is now 
reverſed ; the United States are advancing with 
rapid ſtrides towards commercial grandeur—their

Georgia, at 48. To ſay nothing about the ſcattered 

fetuation of the ſtates, where the different currencies 
are eſtabliſhed, as New-York and North-Carolina ;

diſtricts, reſpecting the real value of money ; thus: 
nearly one third of New- Ferſey deals in York mones, 
though the eftabliſhment is different ; and this ena- 
bles ſwindlers, &c. to take ſmall advantages of ſtran- 
gers, which uniformity would prevent ; it is the ſame

lands, theit produce, and every ſpecies of proper- 
ty, riſe with rapidity trade is carried on to an ex- 
tent that baffles calculation and every thing con- 
ſpires to call for an uniform eſtabliſhment, — 
Merchants, tradeſmen, &c. from one part of the 
union, find themſelves greatly embarraſſed in cal- 
culating the currency of another, to which buſi- 
neſs may direct them: ſtrangers, who arrive in 
one part, have no ſooner, at ſame trouble, be- 
came familiar with the currency of the place, 
than their knowledge is rendered of no avail, by 
a removal of a few miles north or ſouth ; they 
have then to {ct down and learn a new mode of 
calculation: ? | 

To remedy this evil, the federal currency, 
which does honour to its projettor, was eſtabliſh- 
ed by the general government. Simplicity of 
calculation is its leading feature; and this, of it- 
ſelf, is ſufficient reaſon that we adopt it; the ob- 
jections that are made to it by ignorant people, 
and ſuch as have never given themſelves the trou- 
ble to examine its principles, I ſhall endeavour to 
remove. For a man to ſay he cannot underſtand 
ſo complicated a ſyſtem, is a plain proof that he 
never attended to it; becauſe the ſeveral denom- 
inations being accounted whole numbers, a child, 
who can add, ſubtract, multiply, and divide, 
in ſimple arithmetic, is competent to all its calcu- 
lations ; he will therefore learn this much iooner 
than the old method, which admits of four deno- 
minations, each bearing a different proportion to 
the other;“ whereas, in the federal ſyſtem they

are all equal. I ſhall, to this letter, ſubjoin rules 
For all neceſſary calculations, and endeavour te 
explain them, in ſuch a manner as to be under- 
ſtood by thoſe the leaſt verſed in arithmatic, for 
whoſe uſe they are dengned, and not for adepts. 
I ſhall alſo annex a table ſhewing the weight and 
value of cach foreign and domeſtic coin, together 
with the eſtabliſhed pound of each ſtate, in dol- 
lars and cents; and conclude with rules for re- 
ducing the ſeveral ſtate currencies into federal 

money, and vice verſa. | 
It is in your power, gentlemen, to give full 
ſcape to this ſyſtem, ſo beautiful both in theory 
and in practice. | 
Already the accounts of the United States, the 
ſlate of Maſlachuſetts, the numerous banks 
throughout the continent, and many citizens, are 
kept in dollars and cents ; the auditing of all the 
ſtate accounts in the ſame manner, would ſoon 
be followed by its general adoption among the 
citizens, and the conveniencies derived there- 
from be felt by almoſt every one; we ſhould not 
then be embarraſſed by the neceſſity of rules of 
reduction, in order to find the value of a ſpecified 
ſum, in different parts of the union; Whether 
we were in Maſſachuſetts or Georgia the thing 
would be the ſame, and every man would know 
what was meant when he was told that a piece

This is often very embarraſſing 
for: tearners, particularly when multiplying or divy- 
ding. In federal money we carry one for every ten,

Being well convinced that what I can fay in 
favour of the few following pages will never bias 
vour judgment, but that they will recetve the 
patronage they merit, and ſtand or fall by their
